The explosion was heard sev- 
eral blocks away. Some persons 
who heard it said they thought 
it was a sonic boom. Others 
nearer the scene said they knew 
it was an explosion when they 
saw the end of the building blow 
out. 

A large window in a tavern 
across the street from the plant 
was shattered. Mrs. Clarence E. 
Ridenour, who lives near. the 
tavern, said she was sitting in 
her back yard when the explo- 
sion occurred. 

“It was a terribly loud explo- 
sion that shook the house,’’ she 
said, 

Jesse Winters, an employe, 
working at a loading dock about 
90 yards away, said he was al- 
most knocked down by the force 
of the blast. 

Cranes and bulldozers were 
moved into the area to dig 
through the wreckage in an ef- 
fort to locate the man believed 
trapped. 

Employes in a nearby cafeteria 
said they heard ‘‘a big, deep 
rumbling roar’’ and felt the build- 
ing shake. Some windows in an 
adjacent building were broken. 

Elane Raub, 14 years old, 2116 
Adams street, said she was sit- 
ting in the living room watching 
television when she heard a “‘big 
boom.”’ 

“I looked out the window and 
everything looked cloudy. I just 
saw a part of a corner of the 
building fall, then ran to the 
phone to call the fire depart- 
ment. When I came back the 
whole building had collapsed.”’

PUNTA DEL ESTE, Uruguay, 
Aug. 9 (AP)—The United States, 
happy with the progress of the 
inter-American economic con- 
ference, gave its blessing today 
to an appeal by Latin nations 
for a 10-year inflow of at least 
$20 000,000,000 from United States 
and other foreign sources. 


The United States delegation 
to the Alliance for Progress 
assembly bowed gracefully to 
Latin sensitivity and even helped 
revise two planks in the declara- 
tion of Punta del Este. These 
planks had aroused strong op- 
position among soOvereign-mind- 
ed Latin American statesmen.

PARIS, Aug. 9 (AP) — The 
United States and its top West- 
ern allies are planning to ad- 
vance a proposal in the next 
few weeks for a meeting with 
the Soviet Union on Berlin and 
Germany, if the Russians fail 
to propose one first. 

Highly placed Western inform- 
ants today gave an outline of 
diplomatic maneuvers on _ the 
Berlin crisis. American, British, 
French and West German for- 
eign ministers discussed the 
moves last weekend. That was 
ollowed by a briefing for the 
North Atlantic Treaty Organiza- 
tion council by _ United States 
Secretary of State Dean Rusk.

Western officials agree, how- 
ever, that pre-election weeks in 
West Germany do not provide 
the appropriate atmosphere for 
a public move, since it would 
quickly become a campaign is- 
sue in Germany. 

But a sounding-out process will 
be conducted behind the scenes | 
with Moscow to prepare for a 
public: move after Sept. 17. 

The platform for the Western 
initiative may well be a Western 
summit meeting of Adenauer, 
President Kennedy, French Pres- 
ident De Gaulle and British 
Prime Minister Macmillan.

‘Khrushchev is willing to pay 
a big price for stability in 
central Europe, but he is not 
willing to give up what he has,” 
Humphrey said. ‘“‘He is worried 
about German resurgence. Pol- 
ish borders are a constant polit- 
ical issue. He has problems in 
China, and problems at home. 

“Our negotiating position must 
be broadened, and this is where 
disarmament comes in. It is 
the only solution.”

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STARR TELLS OF GAIN 


IN MILITARY JUSTICE 


Military justice has’ matured 
because of. an open file of pre- 
trial procedures, the philosophy 
of full discovery and constant 
pressure to improve the system, 
Secretary of the Army Elvis J. 
Stahr said today. 

Speaking at an American Bar 
Association panel on court-mar- 
tial procedures, he pointed out 
that ‘“‘every war beginning with 
the American Revolution has re- 
sulted in critical inquiry by Con- 
gress into administration of 
justice. ‘‘In each instance,”’ he 
said, ‘‘the result has been statua- 
tory enactments which reshaped 
the court-martial structure more 
and more in the image of its 
civilian couaterpart.’’ 

Stahr noted the special prob- 
lems of military justice: ‘A 
court system scattered to the 
far corners of the globe, a com- 
bat unit spread thinly over a 
wide, deep piece of ground, 
headquarters concerned with an 
enemy, witnesses straying, ob- 
jects of evidence disappearing.”’ 

While certain military court 
pre-trial procedures may work 
in a peacetime setting, Stahr 
said, the important question is 
whether they will work in time 
of war. 

Stahr told the Post-Dispatch 
that it is not likely that the 
102nd (Ozark) Infantry Division 
of the Army Reserve will be 
called to active duty 
there is some material change 
in the situation.”’ The 102nd Di- 
vision has 6000 men from Mis- 
souri and Southern Illinois in- 
cluding 2000 men from metro- 
politan St. Louis. 

“I do not expect any large 
number of National Guard or 
reserve personnel to be called 
up in the near future,” he said. 

He said that the “wisdom of 
President Kennedy's approach to

Stahr emphasized the need for 
long-term military strength to be 
prepared for any eventuality.

Rothschild claimed he had 
been hired by rival gamblers to 
harass Utley by burning his 
liquor store and casino as many 
times as needed to drive him out 
of business, Vickrey said. Roth- 
schild. claimed has was to re- 
ceive $5000 each time he did it. 

Vickrey quoted Rothschild as 
saying those who allegedly hired 
him wanted Utley killed. 

Utley was killed in his liquor 
store by two men he surprised 
inside the place when he returned 
from supper. Members of his 
family, who have continued to 
seek the killers, found his body. 

Utley’s brother, Everett, ac- 
companed Vickrey to Columbia, 
S.C., for the interview’ with 
Rothschild. Utley said the gave 
Rothschild $500 in cash and left 
another $2000 in escrow with 
prison chaplain E. M? Dunlap 
“to be paid to Rothschild when 
the guilty persons are con-

Two youths were sought today 
for questioning in connection 


with the shooting yesterday of 
Thomas E. McGovern, operator | 


of a tavern near Horseshoe Lake | 
in Madison county. McGovern, 
who was shot three times, re-| 
mained in serious condition to- 
day at St. Mary’s Hospital, East 
St* Louis. 

McGovern told Madison Coun- 
ty Deputy Sheriff Bill Thompson | 
that he was shot by one of two 
youths who robbed him in the 
End of the Line Tavern on Bend 
road in Madison county. 


The two youths, armed with | 
pistols, entered the tavern about | 
3 a.m., McGovern related. He| 
said he was in the front part of | 
the tavern and two women were 


in a back room. 
Women Threatened. 


One of the youths threatened 
him with the revolver and de- 
manded money, McGovern said. | 
The other robber went to the| 
back room and threatened the 
two women, McGovern said. 


McGovern said about $300 was 
taken in the holdup. He de- 
scribed the robbers as ‘‘a couple 
of crazy kids, about 17 or 18 
years old.”’ 


The two women, Miss Sallie 
Harrison, 21 years old, and Miss 
Judy Hayes, 22, told Thompson 
that six shots were fired, with 
three bullets striking McGovern. 
McGovern said he was _ shot 
when in the front room by the 
youth who had been threatening 
him with a revolver. 

Bound, Gagged Women. 

McGovern said that after he 
had been shot, the other robber 
brought the women into the front 
room and made them lie on the 
floor. He said the robbers taped 
the women’s arms, legs and 
mouths and warned them not to 
follow. 

McGovern told Thompson he 
was able to give the women his 
pocket knife. He said they freed 
themselves and took him to 
Christian Welfare Hospital in 
East St. Louis. 

The two women are being held 
without bond in Madison County 
Jail at Edwardsville on charges 
of vagrancy.

The elimination of Cuba as 
the principal foreign sugar sup- 
plier of the United States is 
the overwhelming facto~ in mak- 
ing new legislation necessary, in 
the view of the Administration. 

To continue the protection of 
the domestic sugar industry, 
which cannot produce as cheap- 
ly as the foreign suppliers, the 
new plan would provide for a 
price differential between the 
United States and world mar- 
kets. 

INSTEAD OF PAYING the 
premium—which averages more 
than 2 cents a pound—directly to 
the foreign producers, the United 
States Treasury would collect 
it and place it into a fund to 
help underdeveloped countries. 
In 1959, these premium payments 
totaled nearly $170,000,000, of 
which $153,000,000 went to Cuba. 


The current Sugar Act expires 
on June 30, 1962, and the Admin- 
istration expects to present its 
proposed legislation when Con- 
gress reconvenes in January. 
Studies under way aim at work- 
ing out a comprehensive for- 
mula regulating not only the im- 
port aspects of the new sugar 
proposal but also the feature af- 
fecting the domestic industry. 

The plan is being prepared 
by the State and Agriculture De- 
partments, which hold different 
views on many tf its points, The 
State Department favors the 
maintenance of the present legal 
ratio between domestic and for- 
eign producers in supplying the 
United States’ annual sugar re- 
quirement of 10,000,000 tons, 
while the Agriculture Depart- 
ment wants it increased. 


THIS RATIO at present as- 
signs the domestic producers 
about 55 per cent of the con- 
sumption, although in practice it 
has been running more than 60 
per cent because of the inability 
of some foreign producers to fill 
their quotas. The domestic in- 
terests would like to see the 
ratio increased legally to 60 or 
65 per cent. 

Secretary of Agriculture Or- 
ville L. Freeman said at a press 
conference yesterday that his 
department would urge an ex- 
pansion of the domestic beet 
Sugar acreage when the sugar 
proposal comes up for con- 
gressional debate.

Questions About Berlin 

President Kennedy's message on 
the Berlin crisis raises many ques- 
tions of literally vital importance. 
Russian bullying on Berlin is utterly 
inexcusable and almost intolerable, 
but we must inquire about the con- 
sequences of our announced policy 
to fight for preservation of the pres- 
ent status. 

All of us whose lives are at stake 
in this game of atomic roulette are 
entitled to know more particularly 
adout the circumstances under 
which we would rather be atomized 
than yield. We have a right to rath- 
er specific answers to questions 
such as the following: 

Suppose the East Germans, egged 
on by the Russians, stopped the 
trains crossing their territory to 
Berlin, as they did before. Suppose 
they did this by peaceful means 
such as removing track. What 
would we do? 

Are we then committed to armed 
intervention? Would this be the 
‘limited war’? for which we are 
preparing? Would such a conflict 
promise food, supplies and freedom 
for the Berliners? 


If this development occurs who 
would be responsible for starting a 
shooting war? Can we match the 
Russians on their own ground in 
men and machines? Do we plan 
to compensate for any numerical 
inferiority with tactical atomic 
weapons? 

And finally, the 64-million-life 
question: What is the chance we 
might decide it was necessary to 
pre-emptively use the H-bomb on 
Russia? 

These are frightful questions 
which I cannot answer and I doubt 
if the CIA can unless it has learned 
quite a lot since Cuba. 

It seems that such a limited war 
would destroy the very things we 
set out to preserve. 

Would fighting our way to the 
center of Berlin produce any less 
devastation than before? The op- 
eration might be a success and the 
patient fail to survive. 


How do the West German people 
feel about such an operation? We 
might be wise to save the fighting 
for a clear case of aggression 
against a defensible border. 

I suspect that a policy of using 
every non-violent means of provid- 
ing for Berlin and keeping it free 
would help our cause among the 
world’s people far more in the long 
run. Firing the first shot in even a 
“limited war’’ might easily defeat 
the aims for which we began it, as 
well as creating the constant danger 
of its becoming unlimited.

Commissioner Elman of the Federal Trade 
Commission touched on one of the still-most- 
neglected trouble spots of the federal regula- 
tory agencies when he told the administrative 
law section of the American Bar Association: 


The real problem in our administrative 
agencies is to get rid of the political hacks 
and the deadwood, to obtain the finest young 
men from our law schools and to stimulate 
and pay them enough to keep them. 


Regulatory staffs, in short, should be pro- 
fessionalized. The heart of these staffs is the 
hearing examiner. In the quasi-judicial work 
of the commissions, hearing examiners per- 
form functions somewhat similar to those of 
trial judges in the courts. They take the testi- 
mony, compile the records, and recommend 
courses of action to the commissions. 

These are fundamental and important 
duties. The thoroughness and the fairness of 
the whole process depend on them. This will 
be even more so when the commissions begin 
to delegate further duties to examiners and 
other personnel as several are authorized to 
do in recent legislation. } 

Yet many examiners are mediocre. The 
American Bar Association favors upgrading 
the office by giving it independence, career 
status, tenure and pay comparable to that of 
a trial judge. Senator Carroll of Colorado 
and Representative Harris of Arkansas, who 
have conducted hearings on the subject, also 
favor increasing examiners’ pay. Through 
these various measures the agencies would be 
able to command the services of examiners 
with superior backgrounds and abilities. 

James M. Landis, President Kennedy’s ad- 
visor on the regulatory commissions, makes 
the further excellent suggestion that exam- 
iners should receive the opportunity to hear 
cases in several agencies, particularly in the 
field of transportation, so as to familiarize 
themselves with the over-all problem. Such 
an innovation could go far to bridge the gaps 
occasioned by the fact that a single field may 
be overseen by several agencies, as is con- 
spicuously the case in transportation. 

Anyone who has ever attended an examin- 
er’s hearing must have been impressed by the 
complexity of the technical detail he must 
grasp or try to grasp, and the breadth of the 
area to which he must attempt to relate a 
solution of the specific problem before him. 

As Chairman Boyd of the Civil Aeronautics 
Board remarked to the lawyers, a regulatory 
commissioner is only a mortal man and a day 
is only 24 hours long. 

The commissioners must in the very nature 
of things rely heavily upon their examiners 
and other staff members to whom they will 
make delegations of duties, and as the work 
load mounts in a growing economy they will 
be obliged to do so more and more. 

Affecting for good or ill the very vitals of 
the nation’s business, the regulatory agencies 
cannot afford to operate with examining aides 
less knowledgeable or less able for the busi- 
ness in hand than the private representatives 
who come before them. 


A Very Genteel Matter 


A Federal Judge’s decision that a distiller 
may not use the brand names “Indiana Gen- 
tleman” and “American Gentleman,” since 
consumers would in his opinion likely con- 
fuse, them with the name of an earlier brand, 
pleases the producers of “Virginia Gentle- 
man.” Whether all this will please Virginia gen- 
tlemen is something else again. Residents of 
the Old Dominion may not cotton too quickly 
to the idea that they might be confused with 
persons from a state which was not even ad- 
mitted to the Union till 1816. 

On the side of our Midwestern neighbor we 
may say that perhaps the epitome of the In- 
diana gentleman was Booth Tarkington, au- 
thor of, by a nice coincidence, “The Gentle- 
man from Indiana,” among many other works 
of fiction. He was elegant, he was witty, he 
was urbane. If these are not credentials 
enough, we hasten to mention that he was 
warmly praised by James Branch Cabell, a na- 
tive and lifelong resident of Richmond, which 
is the quintessential of Virginia gentility. Mr. 
Cabell was himself,- by still another nice coin- 
cidence, the author of “The First Gentleman 
of America,” among many other books. 

As for the possibility of confusion between 
Indiana and Virginia gentlemen, we desire to 
go on record that we are never guilty of it, 
and admire them both, boundlessly and with- 
out surcease. That is our position, a middle 
of the road policy, centrally located between 
New Albany and Bristol. 


Lecture on Americanism 

Whitney North Seymour, retiring president 
of the American Bar Association, provided a 
deserved rehuke to so-called “pro-American” 
extremist groups at the opening of the bar 
convention here. Mr. Seymour asserted that 
the John Birch Society’s essay contest on im- 
peachment of Chief Justice Earl Warren is 
not legitimate criticism but personal vilifica- 
tion. Such attacks, he said, lead to disrespect 
for our institutions which maintain liberty 
under law. Disrespect for our institutions, or 
for our law, hardly entitles anyone to claim 
to be pro-American. 


Help for Foreign Aid 


Republican Senator Morton of Kentucky 
displayed non-partisan statesmanship akin to 
that of the late Senator Vandenberg in an- 
nouncing his support of President Kennedy’s 
five-year foreign aid loans in the spirit in 
which the Michigan Senator supported the 
Marshall Plan. This broadness of outlook— 
plus regard for Morton as his party’s former 
national chairman—ought to gain at least a 
few badly needed votes for the Kennedy 
program. 

That the fight will be a close one, however, 
was indicated by Speaker Rayburn’s fear that 
the foreign aid bill will be amended before it 
clears House and Senate, but, hopefully, not 
“hurt too much.” Senator Aiken of Vermont 
Said that between 30 and 36 Republicans ‘in 
the Senate will vote for the Byrd amendment, 
which would leave foreign aid financing de- 
pendent on annual appropriations. 

Mr. Aiken is a man who might be expected 
to go along with Morton’s argument that the 
amendment would “perpetuate for five more 
years the uncertainties which plagued Presi- 
dent Eisenhower” and Republican Secretaries 
of State. Annual appropriations make it im- 
possible to know how much will be available 
beyond the year’s end for long-range projects. 
As Senator Morton said, “nobody can be ex- 
pected to run a successful development pro- 
gram under these conditions.” 

Yet Senator Aiken calls five-year loans a 


$9,000,000,000 bet “with no assurance that it 
will not be lost.” In a sense, all aspects of 
foreign aid—and for that matter our whole 
defense program—are a wager without a guar- 
antee of winning. But in a world which of- 
fers few certainties, it surely is wise to adopt 
the most promising means to an end; in this 
case, the President’s proposal for intelligently 
planned overseas assistance rather than more 
of the wasteful planlessness of the past. .\. 


Ozark Riding Act J 

The Greco-Roman riding act of Representa- 
tive Curtis of Webster Groves is less than a 
sensational success. In the last hours of the 
last Congress he introduced a bill for the cre- 
ation of the Ozark Rivers National Monument 
in charge of the National Park Service. In 
this session he obliged opponents of that pro- 
posal by introducing a bill to put the area in 
charge of the Department of Agriculture's 
Forest Service. 

Mr. Curtis says he really does not care 
which bill is adopted to save the Ozark riv- 
ers. But he actually is fighting for his Agri- 
culture Department bill. This makes his act 
of riding two horses the more amazing since 
the Department of Agriculture several times 
has made clear that it wants no part of the 
project. 

The Curtis bill is backed chiefly by a group 
which calls itself the Current-Eleven Point 
Rivers Association. They would have the Gov- 
ernment acquire scenic easements under 
which property-holders would retain owner- 
ship and use of their land, although. under 
certain restrictions. They testified that this 
would cost about $500,000. But the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture says the cost would run 
much higher. William H. Whyte Jr., of the 
Rockefeller Foundation, testifying on behalf 
of the Curtis bill, said easements would cost 
from 25 to 100 per cent of the purchase price, 
depending on speculative value. Mineral ex- 
plorations already have pushed the price con- 
siderably higher than it was when the Uni- 
versity of Missouri made a survey for the 
National Park Service. 

In the face of testimony by an assistant to 
the Secretary of Agriculture, the Curtis bill 
is implausible, unless perhaps it is meant to 
block the National Park bill supported by 
Senators Symington and Long and Represen- 
tative Ichord. 

It must be conceded that backers of the 
Curtis bill have delayed a decision. Yet it 
is inconceivable that dilatory tactics should 
prevail indefinitely. We are confident that 
the park will be established because it is the 
soundest and surest way of protecting the 
Ozark rivers. 


A Goal Worth Tears 

The chasm between a well-fed America and 
much of the world can be illustrated by India’s 
new five-year plan goals, which are worthy of 
tears as well as effort. The main goal is to 
raise per capita income from $69.30 to $80.85 
by 1966. India had modestly hoped to reach 
$83.16, but by 1966 its present population of 
438,000,000 will have reached 492,000,000, re- 
tarding economic growth. 

What is true of India is true of wide sec- 
tions of Latin America, Africa and other areas. 
A Mirror of Public Opinion article on this 
page notes that by the year 2000, “six billion 
people will be crowded upon a globe that now 
supports only three billion.” Present rates 
of economic growth cannot sustain such popu- 
lation growth in many nations. For political 
and religious reasons, the United States Gov- 
ernment has tried to ignore this problem. But 
India’s Prime Minister Nehru, Pakistan's 
President Ayub Khan, and others have warned 
that it cannot be ignored. 

Population control is a problem which re- 
quires research more than anything else at 
this time. What may be feasible, or accept- 
able, in one nation may not be in another. 
The United States certainly could encourage 
research without trying to suggest political 
or religious solutions to others. Even a well- 
fed nation cannot afford to ignore the popula- 
tion problem if it wants any assurance of a 
better world around it. 


To Reduce Air Pollution 

Any step that can be taken in the fight 
against air pollution is worthwhile. For that 
reason Secretary of Health, Education and 
Welfare Ribicoff deserves commendation for 
warning automobile makers to install anti- 
pollution control devices in their 1964 cars. 
Since the blow-by device he recommends al- 
ready has proved itself in the Los Angeles 
area where smog is bad and since its cost is 
about $5, what objection can there be? It is 
cheaper and simpler than exhaust control de- 
vices; though it eliminates only part of the 
air pollution caused by automobiles, this 
would be a significant start. If Mr. Ribicoff 
does not get the pledges he seeks from the 
automobile industry he should carry out his 
threat to ask Congress for a law making such 
devices compulsory. 


Poor Erasure 

In reporting a new National Defense Educa- 
tion Act, the Senate Labor and Public Wel- 
fare Committee has improved on its loyalty 
provisions in the manner of improving a floor 
\.hen the roof leaks. The committee abolished 
the disclaimer affidavit, to which President 
Kennedy and former President Eisenhower 
objected, and replaced it with a new penalty 
provision. 

The existing law requires students and sci- 
entists seeking federal loans or fellowships to 
swear that they do not believe in or belong 
to organizations which teach overthrow of the 
Government by force or illegal means. The 
proposed substitute would make it a crime, 
with severe penalties, to accept federal educa- 
tional aid if the recipient knew he was a 
member of an organization ordered to register 
under the Internal Security Act. 

One advantage of the substitute is that it is 
somewhat specific where the affidavit is vague 
The substitute will apply only to a few organi- 
zations, principally Communist groups, and to 
that extent students may be less afraid of ex- 
ercising their right of free association. More- 
over, the student no longer would be required 
to swear his patriotism; it would be up to the 
Government to prove his subversion. 

Yet the Senate bill retains the fallacy of the 
existing law in singling out a special group 
for a loyalty test. Why should students and 
scientists be subjected to this any more than 
other recipients of federal loans and grants, 
or even members of government? For most 
Americans a simple oath of allegiance suf- 
fices. For Congress, however, it seems insuf- 
ficient to erase an affront to intellectuals with- 
out smudging it.

On Population, Massive Inaction 
Aid Agencies See Crisis as Nullifying Their Efforts, bue Cannot Act

The National Institutes of Health 
have a budget this year of $560,000,000, 
but not a cent is earmarked for what 
many consider one of the most serious 
public health problems in the world— 
the population crisis. 

The United States Government is do- 
ing nothing about this problem, de- 
spite the fact that leading officials pri- 
vately say the population explosion 
threatens the nation’s overseas eco- 
nomic development programs, stirs 
world unrest and 
ultimately could 
cause wars of sim- 
ple extermination. 

The threats arise 
from the 140,000 
people who are 
added to the 
world’s population 
every day—a growth rate that the 
earth’s food and mineral supplies can- 
not long sustain. 

By the year 2000, demographers of 
the United Nations predict, six billion 
people will be crowded upon a globe 
that now supports only three billion. 

The United States’ reluctance to deal 
with the problem stems primarily from 
religious and political factors. 

Even if a decision were taken to 
seek a solution, contemporary science 
has little of the knowledge it needs to 
cope with the problem. 

Thus, if the Kennedy Administration 
were to act tomorrow its greatest con- 
tribution would be a crash research 
program. 

Almost the only other useful action 
would be a widespread distribution of 
information about relatively successful 
programs of population limitation that 
have been pushed by governments in 
Japan and Puerto Rico, and less suc- 
cessful projects in India and Pakistan. 

President Mohammed Ayub Khan of 
Pakistan posed the problem succinctly 
in a recent address at the National 
Press Club, when he said: ‘In control 
of death, you have to deal with the 
problem of hygiene and sanitation and 
that type of thing, you have to deal 
with the problem en bloc, on a mass 
scale. 

“But in birth control you have got to 
approach every individual and you may 
very well find that if the wife is agree- 
able the husband may not be agree-

able, and so on. What you have got to 
do is to have, shall we say, a pill or 
something like that, and make the peo- 
ple eat it.”’ 

The only such pill now in use is an 
oral contraceptive for women, but it is 
too costly for mass use in primitive 
societies where the need is greatest. 

In a national magazine article, Dr. 
John Rock of Harvard Medical School, 
a Roman Catholic authority on the 
subject, has reported that a pill for 
men is “‘nearing the clinical testing 
phase.” 

Dr. Rock wrote that current research 
projects are on such a limited scale 
that they cost less than $2,000,000 a 
year. Moreover, medical means of 
contraception are not acceptable in all 
societies, and considerable research 
needs to be done to ‘“‘perfect’’ the one 
means so far approved by Catholic 
doctrine. This is the so-called rhythm 
method, in which couples abstain from 
intercourse in periods of maximum 
fertility. 

What is needed, according to spe- 
Cialists, is sufficient research to pro- 
duce a method or methods of contra- 
ception acceptable to all societies, 
cheap enough to be widely distributed, 
and simple enough to gain acceptance 
even in primitive cultures. 

Dr. Rock and other authorities be- 
lieve at least some Government par- 
ticipation would be required to make 
such a project successful, and to capi- 
talize upon its findings.

Between Book Ends Teaching as a Career 


PROFESSOR, by Fred B. Millet. (Mac- 
millan, 189 pgs., $3.50.) 


Considering ‘the problems in connec- 
tion with career choices that all young 
men and women are facing, and realiz- 
ing that what they needed most to help 
them was truly authentic information 
about the various professions, prompt- 
ed the development of a series on the 
most important callings by the Mac- 
millan Co. 

In this volume Prof. Millet discusses 
college teaching as a profession. 
described how one gets to be a pro- 
fessor, the necessary qualifications, in- 
tellectual and tempermental, and the 
frustrations and rewards of a career 
in higher education. Included in the 
development are the preliminary stud- 
ies in school and college through gradu- 
ate work, early teaching assignments 
and the importance of tenure to full 
professorship and retirement. 

As a professor of English the author 
draws many of his examples from that 
discipline, but this in no way detracts 
trom his offering. There are so many

important concepts in the presentation 
that the reader has to be constantly 
on the alert to grasp the full impact 
of the psychological implications of hu- 
man motivation. 

His classification of personnel types 
of students and professors provide 
more than a hint as to why he is con- 
sidered a popular, effective teacher. 
His chapter concerning the tempera- 
ment of a professor should be ‘‘must 
reading’’ for any prospective educator 
regardless of level. id 

Prof. Millet indicates and, at times, 
hints, but does not completely develop 
the fact that college teaching has com- 
parable personnel problems to other 
types of occupations and professions. 
These concerns include such aspects 
as administrative and supervisory poli- 
cies which have no small bearing on 
the personal effectiveness and happi- 
ness of each staff member. 

This book, however, presents a stim- 
ulating, informative and very worth- 
while source for any student consider- 
ing college teaching as his ultimate 
goal.

“I cannot imagine anything more 
emphatically a subject that is not a 
proper political or governmental ac- 
tivity or function or responsibility.

That’s not our 
business.”’ 

This position is becoming increasing- 
ly difficult to justify in the efforts the 
United States is making and planning 
for economic development in Africa, 
Asia and Latin America. 

A responsible official in the Food 
and Peace program considers the pop- 
ulation boom a factor that could nullify 
the program. Most officials of the 
agency, he said, “‘are very concerned 
and would like to see some action 
taken.” 

Similarly, a spokesman for the In- 
ternational Co-operation Agency termed 
the population question “a serious de- 
terrent” to the development programs, 
“an important factor in a whole scale 
of factors”’ affecting such projects. 

Both officials said their agencies 
could do little but worry about the 
problem. Neither spends any money in 
planning or research in this area, nor 
does either provide funds to recipient 
nations for such purposes. 

President Kennedy’s statements on 
the subject have given some concerned 
officials hope for a more positive atti- 
tude. 

At his news conference July 19, he 
termed population control a matter 
“which goes very much to the life of a 
country, and it is a personal decision 
and a national decision which these na- 
tions must make. 

“We help countries which carry out 
different policies in this regard and it 
is a judgment, in my opinion, which 
they should make,” he said.

ing place opposite the poiat | 
where my string is tied,” “2 | 
saii. “Then I wait 15 minutes | 
or more and rapidly jerk the 
cord. The bush or small tree is 
violently agitated, the squir- 
rel runs around the bole to my 
side where it is visible, and 
I bag just as many squirrels 
by this method as I would if 
IT had a hunting companion.’ 


Both the gray and fox varie- 
ties of squirrels are noisy and 
both have a variety of sounds 
that express curiosity, excite- | 
ment and contentment. The | 
“‘cherk-cherk-cherk” call that 
ts most commonly heard by 
the hunter is given repeatedly 
and rapidly. It could be in- 
terpreted as meaning “Hide 
out—here comes something I 
haven't seen too often, and it 
may mean trouble’. A call, 
not too unlike that of a feeding 
duck, denotes contentment and 
that ‘‘all is well’. 


The skilled hunter takes ad- | 
vantage of these noises and, | 
by the use of a caller or some 
other method, brings more 
squirrels to bag than the tyro 
unable to imitate these sounds. 
Many produce these sounds | 
orally, and a little practice 
will be of great advantage to 
the stalking hunter. The imi- | 
tations do not have to be exact 
to fool the inquisitive animals. 
One hunter of our knowledge | 
uses two rocks to make the | 
noise, and another does it with 
two silver dollars tapped loud- 
ly together. 


Hunting in a Boat 


In some states it is illegal 
to hunt squirrels from a boat. 
It is permissible in Missouri, 
and some of the bays that ex- 
tend some distance back from 
the channel and have a mix- 
ture of oak and hickory are 
usually good hunting areas. 
This writer recalls a camping 
trip of a week’s duration when 
all the squirrels bagged were 
taken by floating a stream and 
bayous. At Bagamaw bay we 
bagged four squirrels early 
one morning and barely had 
to leave the boat to pick up | 
our fallen game. | 


Boat hunting requires stealth 
and sharp eyesight. The boat 
is kept as close to the bank as 
possible instead of in mid-cur- 
rent, This limits the squirrel’s 
view of the slowly moving boat 
and makes the target easier 
for the hunters. The animals 
often are feeding in the nut 
and acorn-bearing trees and 
ethers have journeyed to the 
Stream for water. They can 
be taken legally only between 
‘gunrise and sunset. 

This perhaps, is the lazy way 
‘of hunting because it is easier 
than trying to keep up with a 
fqr-roaming squirrel dog or 
even “‘still’’ hunting over the 
rough and often steep Ozark 
terrain, But it produces for | 
the experienced and _ sharp- 
‘eyed hunter almost as well. 
‘The best part about it is that 
when the sun sets there is no 
weary treading your way 
v-homeward—just start the out- 
‘board and the cooling breezes 
of the late evening will rest

WASHINGTON, Aug. § (AP)— 
A member of the Kennedy Ad- 
ministration has assured Con- 
gress there is growing co-opera- 
tion between the State and De- 
fense Departments in national 
Security planning but there still 
fs “a long way to go.” 

Budget Director David FE. Bell 
gave that appraisal in testimeny 
made public last night. He ap 
peared a week ago at a closed 
seasion of the Senate subcommit- 
tee on national policy ma- 

The group is studying Govern. 
ment organization to make sure, 
in the words of Chairman Henry 
M. Jackson (Dem.), Washington, 
that it is the best possible to 
“meet the dangerous challenge 
of world Communism.” 

Bell said President Kennedy 
has been evolving policies gradu- 
ally to make the work of the 
National Security Council more 


effective in defense and diplo- | 


macy. 
Mest Impressive Change. 
The most impressive change, 


Rell said, is assigning individu- | 


al responsibility to key officials 
to develop background discus- 
sion papers on every pending 
problem for consideration of the 
Security Council. Bell said that 
although costs are always con- 
sidered, “1 don't want to give 
the impression that cost con- 
siderations settle issues by 
themselves.” 

“The President and those who 
work with him,’’ Bell said, ‘‘are 
very impatient if a paper comes 
up with the pros and cons neatly 
labeled but with no recommen- 
dations, nothing to chew on.” 

A second development, Bell 
gaid, has been an encouraging 
build-up of ‘‘a kind of intellectual! 
interchange among departments, 


with the White House and with | 


the executive office staffs, which 
makes for understanding, quick 
communications, assurance that 
all sides of an issue are looked 
at, and so on.” 

Jackson wanted to know if the 
relationship between the State 
and Defense Departments was 
growing closer in dealing with 
security problems 

“Yes, sir,” Bell replied 
“There is a long way to go on 
that, but both Mr. (Robert S.) 
McNamara (Secretary of De 
fense) and Mr. (Dean) Rusk 
(Secretary of State) are keen on 
improving it, so are (Deputy 
Secretary of Defense Roswell! L.) 
Gilpatric and (Under Secretary 
of State Chester) Bowles.” 

Interchange of Officers. 

McNamara told the subcom- 
mittee Monday that under a new 
program the Defense and State 
Departments have interchanged 
working officers to improve in- 
terdepartmental co - operation. 
McNamara said he and Rusk 


are working to achieve the clos- 
est co-ordination ‘‘at al) levels | 


of decisional authority and staff 
action.”’ 

Bell said that under Mr. Ken- 
nedy the State Deparment has 
been restored to the prime de- 
cision-making role in foreign af- 
fairs that it ‘has not had for 
years.” 


“It requires reforms to be 
undertaken in internal manage- 
ment, personnel staffing, and so 
on, which the (State) Depart- 
ment is in the process of mak- 
ing.”’ Bell said. ‘‘There is a 


problem ... that is far from | 


solved in this respect, and that 
is how to enable the Secretary of 
State to carry out this role in 
view of the enormous burden on 
him for negotiations. 

‘As long as foreign secretaries 
in other countries regard it as 
demeaning if they have to deal 
with anybody but the Secretary 
of State this really, taken liter- 
ally, would present a situation 
that no man could handle 

“Obviously, he handles it, any 
Secretary handles it, only by 
skimping On something. You 
would hope, and I would agree, 
that he would handle it by 
skimping on the negotiating and 
by placing heavy emphasis on 
the policy-making, which is very 
difficult to do.”’

These persons comprise 
the bulk of the violators and the 
appropriate remedy attend- 
ance at a traffic school plus 
fines for repeaters, Rosenthal 
said. 

A “won't” violator is one who 
willfully disobevys traffic and 
other laws and the only remedy 
is a heavy 
plus suspension or revocation of 
his driver's Rosenthal 
said. 

Dignified Courtroom. 
Another panel member, 
George E. Oliver the 
County Recorder's Court, Sa- 
vannah, Ga emphasized the 
importance maintaining a 
dignified courtroom in dealing 
with traffic offenders.

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Big Business in Auto Insurance Frauds 


Industry Terms Cheating Almost ‘National Moral Sickness, Cites Examples; Says Higher Rates Result 


By Frank L. Spencer 


CHICAGO, Aug. 9 (UPI). 


IT WAS a familiar scene: An 
accident on the highway. Police 
cars, ambulances and wreckers. 
A priest giving last rites to one 
of the victims. 

Because of that scene and 
others like it, 20 persons were 
arrested at Jackson, Miss. The 
charge was not dangerous driv- 
ing but insurance fraud. 


The accidents were faked in 
an attempt to mulct insurance 
companies —faked so skillfully 
that a clergyman unknowingly 
prayed for the soul of one “‘vic- 
tim.”” 

Such fraud rings may be un- 
usual, but the problem is not. 
The insurance industry says 
cheating on automobile insur- 
ance is almost ‘‘a national moral 
sickness.” 

It now costs the nation some- 
where around $350,000,000 a year. 


Have you complained lately 
about high automobile insurance 
rates? . 

Have you cheated your aut 
mobile insurance firm recently? 

The men whose companies pay 
for your bent fenders and broken 
bones are inclined to think you’re 
not happy with the rates. And 
they strongly suspect not. every- 
body is being honest with the 
claims department. 

These men say the questions 
are related. They say insurance 
cheating means high rates. And 
from: thereon and hereinafter 
this story winds down a highway 
cluttered with facts, opinions, 
allegations and threats involving 
doctors, lawyers, garagemen, 
racketeers and ordinary drivers 
just like you. 

Fletcher B. Coleman, vice 
president of the State Farm 
Mutual Automobile Insurance Co., 
Bloomington, IIl., said: 

“A tremendous new industry 
has emerged from our modern, 
motorized civilization. This is 
the injury industry, a vast legal 
and financial jungle in which 
about four billion dollars is being 
expended each year. 

‘Because it is a new industry, 
because it has exploded — into 
immensity almost without being 
identified, this injury industry 
offers the temptations of rich 
rewards to those who will not 
permit personal morals, ethics 
or conscience to stand in the way 
of a fast dollar. 

“Given an even choice, most 
people are basically honest, but 
the injury industry is infested 
with unscrupulous transgressors 
who violate the ethics of their 
profession or the business prin- 
ciples of their trades. 

“They are costing us money, 
since it is you and I and other 
purchasers of automobile insur- 
ance who provide the funds on 
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which these operators flourish.” 

Another insurance man put it 
this way: ‘The casualty indus- 
try, which seeks to hold insur- 
ance premiums at a rate within 
the reach of the average driver, 
is increasingly concerned that 
the growing prevalence of both 
petty and major fraud, combined 
with increasing traffic tolls, can 
create a crisis by driving insur- 
ance rates beyond the reach of 
the average motorist.” 

Local situations across the 
country have caused concern in 
several cities. Newspapers have 
attacked the problem. 

Insurance investigators say 
the cheats have become more 
daring, and better organized, in 
the last several years. 

Fifty-four persons were indict- 
ed by a New York grand jury 
May 4, 1955, on charges of cheat- 
ing 17 insurance companies of 
$138,123. These cheaters would 
drive expensive cars into con- 
crete abutments and file fraudu- 
lent claims. 

A Midwesterner and his wife 
showed more verve. They par- 
ticipated in 23 known rear-end 
accidents, halting their car on a 
highway in the path of a truck. 
Last year ll persons were in- 
dicted at Akron, O., on charges 
of filing $255,000 worth of fraud- 
ulent claims.

New York has been hit by a 
$10,000,000-a-year tow truck 
racket. A grand jury investiga- 
tion has shown some garages 
maintained trucks equipped with 
illegal police radios.

But they estimate $12,000,000 is 
paid each day for bodily injury 
and physical damage. One expert 
figured perhaps 10 per cent of 
this involves some degree of 
fraud. 

The total take of the cheaters 
thus would be at least $350,000,- 
000 a year.

In the last 10 years, 
according to insurance sources, 
the price of windshields rose 5 
per cent and a rear fender costs 
675 per cent more. Still, the in- 
surance people say, these items 
would not top $1000 on even the 
mo  luxur‘ous car. The big in- 
crease is in personal injury 
awards—up 266 per cent, nation- 
wide. 

In some states it is difficult 
to get a personal injury case 
on the court docket. There’s a 
waiting time of, out five years 
in Chicago. One Chicago judge 
sought, unsuccessfully, to get 
gasoline funds diverted to help 
maintain the courts. He argued 
that motor vehicle accidents ac- 
count for 85 per cent of the Chi- 
cago litigation. 


Depending on whom you ask, 
the crowded dockets help or hin- 
der the pl:intiffs. Ir ance men 
say they pay off to get the cases 
out of the way. Claimants’ law- 
yers say their clients often need 
money quick and will settle for 
a fraction of what could be won 
through the jury route.
